Hidden Wealth_A Serap of History,

There were many old men in Bedford
county, tweaty years ago, who wers famil-
iar with the story we propose to relats,
aod who took a strang- dalight in dwelling
upon the facts connected with i’.

It is known that neair Big Islacd, on
James river, eighteen miles above thi-
city, there is a siiver mine which, ia the
time of the Indiane, yielded immense
lomps of that metal, and that rome of the
white settlers were familiar wi.h its loca-
tion and paid frequent clandestive visils to
it. The e settlers, one by one, wers called
npon to lignidate the debt of nsture, nntil,
sbout sixty yearssince, there was only one
man in the wide world who possessed the
sceret,

This man was a poor, obscure laborer,
with a large and helples: family to sap-
port, and though he had the power t, sz
core as much of the shining metal as the
mcst graspieg  hesrt could wish., he
strapgely enough refrained from doiog so.
But it afterwards (ranspired that he was
actonated by a fear of bodily harm at the
bands of the owner »f the valunable tres-
sare, who bad already devoted many
months of toil avd ““vexation of spirit” to
a vain eearzh for it.

The proeprietor, whom woa cali H., had
been frequently eclicited by the laborer
to pay a «mall sam of ready mouey for the
pesses-ion of the secret, but he had stead-
ily refused to do s», Felieviog that he would
be able to find it wmitbout as=sis:apce, Fi-
pally, however, he became discouraged,
and visited the laborer's cabin.

The offer was giadly acoceptei, snd
the laborer was elated with bright bopes
of 'a comfortable hume, aud some of the
evjoyment of life. Ho described the loca-
tivn of the wioe so vividly, its exact dis-
tanece from this, that, and the other well-
koown object that H. would have sworn
he ¢ uld tipd it in the vight, He kuew
tiat Lis informant hsd acted 1u goud
faith ; that he had told the whole tzuti,
and that he wes iguorent and timid &s he
was houest and unsaspecting.

“Now,” said H., “I have all tbe iufor-

matioo I want, and if yoa dare to divalge
this secret t» a hiving being, or hiat the
payment of the money I promised you, 1
will prosecu'e yoa fur kecping me
from enjoying my property. I wil secure
you a home in ths peaiteun iury for steal-
| ing my silver.”
. The dream of comfort which had for a
moment tantalized the laborer vanished
iato thin air, for he bei.ved tia. H. had
power to prosecute Lim, but this dresam
was superceled by ‘“‘immortsl hate snd
study of revenge.”” He arose from the
broken chair on which e had been sitting,
aud said:

“I have told yoa the troth; the mine’s
where I said it wus, but I sweur it pever
shall do yom or your children abny good,
aud yca peadn’t look for it. Youa'll never
bave any luck, for trying to fool a poor
man like me. he mine shan’t be found.

H. chuckled over the success of his ex-
pedition aod quietly took leave. For
months and even years he neglected all
else in his vain search for the shining
cave. Tue laborer bad given a beauiiful
description of the interior, which he de-

silver. Large numbers of Indian arrow
heads, several tomahawks, an old bellows,
a p:ok, crowbar, tin bucket. ham mer and
several small lumups of yhe precious metal
wers found during the next two or three
years, but that was all.

Amnother Radfcal Outrags.

Young Robert Logan, son of the judge
and co-editor of the Star newspsper In
Ruotherfordton, arrived here yesterday
morning in hot haste, with the information
of another outrage in his town, amounting
in the detail to the whipping of Mr. Jas-
tice, the member from that coanty. end
the demolition of the Star cffice. The
Judge, his son "Robert and others were
closetel with the Governor yesterday
morning, consulting upon the matter.—
They say that the parties who whipped Mr.
Jastice told him it was because of his pol-
itics—that he hed taken a prominent part
as a republican, aod that he maust stop it
at once, aud much more of sach stuff. If
Jastice, the Judge and the two editor
‘““rauners” were to swear upon the Holy
Evangelists that this was so ; that the po-
litical complexion of the Star snd of Mr.
Justice provoked their attack, we woald
not believe them. We denounce the ont-
rage, coudemn it as much as any one, and
only wish that every one engsged in it
counld have been panished on the spot ;
but we denounce as equally infamous and
contemptible, the conduct of those Judges
and officers who, instead of doing their
duty like upright, honest men, sworn to
maintain the law, and proceeding at once
to the arrest and punishment of the viola-
tors, lay aside their daties and fly, “‘amit
with papio fear,” to the headquarters of
their party, in 1laleigh and Washington,
aud parade the matter most unblushingly
and ountrageously misrepresented, to the
whole country as an vprisieg of the people
against tho State and goneral governments,
and an effort to overchrow them.

There is no excuse for this onirage, par-
ticularly in the manner in which it was
done. J. C. L. Harris informed us that,
es Robert Logan tells it, the Ku-Klax, dis-
guised as usual, went into the town of
Rutherfordton on Sunday npight last, ar-
riving from different directions, and as-
sembled at the Conrt Honse. There were
some fifty in number, Upon arriviog at
the Court House tkey fired off a volizy, and
then some twenty went to the SBtur office
aud destroyed it, and some thirty went to
the room of Mr., Justice, right in the
town, got him out, struck him over the
bead with a pistol, cuatting a gash, and
struck bim over the back with something—
then carried him cut of town, threstening
to kill kim, the chief saying he was or-
dered to do so, but would not, npon con-
dition that he gnit his radical politics, &e.
Why is it thas this firing did not arouse
the citizens ? Why could not Mr, Jastice
himself have given the alarm, at least as
soon ns the parties hsd relvased him, and
then all have started in pursuit ? Why
did not the battering open of the doors of
the SBtar cflice, and the noisa necessarily
created in breaking the press and fixtures
bave attracted some one ? And where is
the military command that was sent to
that place some few weeks since ? If it
has been withdrawn we have yet to hear
of it.

The whole truth of the matter is, that a
mean, cowardly rascality underlies the
whole of this transaction. We repeat our
denunciation of this violation of the law,
and hope the perpetrators may be brooght
to punishment. DBat until bhonest, fear-
less, intelligent judges shall be put op our
superior court benchos, and honest, up-
right gentleman be selected to execate the
law, instead of rowdies and tricky, paltry
fellows, we cannot look for that respect
for the law and tLe law-oflicers, that every
good man so much desires to see in our
State. We want officers of the law of saf-
ficent integrity of character angd intellect
to do their duty as they sra sworn to do,
and not so conduct themeelves as to merit
the contempt of all decent people, the dis-
trust of honest men, and to provoke the
assaults, it may be, of thoughtless, if not
criminally dispos:d men.

Will Governor Caldwell do his duty in
this matter ? Will he .order a court of
Oyer and Terminer to sit at once for the
investigation, trial and punishment of
these offenders ? Will heappoint a Judge
to preside at that Court who is fit for the
position ? who will have the sensze and the
integrity to do his duty ? Or, will he sus-
tain these miserable whippers-in of his
party and join in with them in decrying
the good people of that section, hold them
up as organized breakers of the peace,
and endeavor to opprees sll, simply be-
ceause a few disreputable characters have
violated the law ? Gov. QCaldwell knows,
as well as he knows that he is Governor,
that no respectable man is concerned in
theee ountrages. He also knows fully as
well, that in every instance wherein such
violators have been arrested within the
past twelve months, they have notonly
been disreputable charasters, bat members
of his own pariy,

Withoat fartber comment for the pres-
